Phone Rate Scheme Needs Clarification 


\(C UBSCRIBERS of the British Coliimbla 
.) Telephone Company should not have 
been taken by surprise when the com- 
pany filed an application for authority to 
raise its rates. For some time the company 
had been preparing the public for this, 
using as its main argument for additional 
© revenue the familiar one of increased costs 
That is the submission which has won;for 
other utilities a succession of increakes, in 
recent years, in contrast to the Telephone 
Company, which has not had a general ‘in- 
crease in rates since 1921. = 
What.the public was not prepared for, 
however, was the method by whl, the 
company would seek to swell its income 
Unlike other corporations in the utility 
group, the Telephone Company fs not ask- 
ing for a percentage increase In existing 
charges. Instead it seeks to set up an en- 
tirely new structure, based on a rating of 
exchanges according to the business they 
handle, but in {inverse ratio to that usually 
applied. In the reorganization, a majority 
of subscribers would pay more, but in a few 


e 
instances the effect would be to reduce 
present fees. : 

It may be that this is a more equitable 
system; but it is hard for users to gauge the 
merits of the pian-on-the meagre -explana- 
tion published by the company, It is not 
erlough to say, for example, that the unit 
cost of telephones goes up as the business 
of an exchange expands. That is ceantrary 


‘to experience in other servites, and the 


ptiblic should be told why tt applies to tele- 
phones. Why, also, is it necessary in Vic- 
toria to raise the rate on a two-party line by 
$9.60 a year while that for an individual 
conriection, with all Its advantages, goes 
by only $5.40? 

In théory the detailed submiséns of the 
company are open to inspection by any 
member of the public, and in theory any- 
one can go to Ottawa and be heard on the 
application. . In practice, of course, few in- 
dividuals could take that legal opportunity 
wher the hearings are at so great a dis- 
tance. It is a good ‘thing therefore, that 
municipal authorities are taking steps to 
watch the public interest there

EW YORK.—A good deal of seri- 
N ous discussion is going on in the 
editorial magazines and 
riewspapers of the United States about 
what some people call a “Red scare,” 
and what others, more sympathetic- 
ally, calla national awakening to the 
danger of traitors in our midst Editors 
generally are moved by two often 
conflicting compulsions. Oge is to 
provide news and comment at will 
interest readers. The other 4s to be sure 
that the news and comment they pub- 
lish are sourd-and good for the coun- 
try and the community. 

There are some who now feel that 
too much prominence has been given 
to the various manifestationa of Com- 
munism and Communist sympathy, 
and that it is time to, pipe down 
Others areseonvinced that more and 
more publicity is needed, because 
people generally are not sufficiently 
aroused to the danger in our midst 
There are others who feel that. the 
public still avidly consumes news of 
trials, investigations and probes and 
that, in a competitive field, they must 
continue to play it up 

There is no apparatus to determine 
a final answer to these questions, No 
one knows whether the public ls more 
or leas interested in Communism than 
it was a year ago. The preserttation of, 
printed copy to the public is still a 
matter of trial and erré?, A good sense 
of proportion ts about all that can 
determine what to print.

Outside the publishing business 
there ts criticlam, notgbhy among pro- 
fessors and welfare Workers, that the 
press of the United States has over- 
played domestic news of Communism. 
This criticlam has been rising rapidly

since legislative committees in various 
state have been looking into subver- 
sive influences in schools. Sharp dis- 
agreement has been noted concerning 
efforta-to impose loyalty oaths upon 
faculty people, Some of this protest 
seems to be nighly theoretical, but it

As talk of war and of the danger of 
war subsides, these protests will be 
more freely made and they will elicit 
more and more sympathy, Recent de- 
velopments in Europe have generally 
been favorable to peace. All this will 
have an effect upon our fear ‘of sub- 
versive influences ate home 

There is a danger however, and « 
very real owe, that @fter current trials 
and investigations are ended, a serious 
reaction may come. People will feel, 
since ‘they have survived these real 
and unreal threats that they may 
again become completely indifferent 
to the issues that have been raised 
Public officials may again assume the 
carelessness that permitted so much 
disloyalty to invade public service 
For the truth ta that the infection of 
Comminism has invaded our Govern- 
ment and our schools. Regardless of 
the outcome of present trials and In- 
vestigations, enough has been revealed 
to keep us forever on the alert 

Freedom of teaching doea' not mean 
the right of publicly supported teach- 
ers to engage in propagating sub- 
versive doctrimes. And in critical spots 
in our Government there should be 
no half-loyalties 

Excessive attention to Communism 
and subversive activities over the past 
two years has done us no real hart, 
unless, as ly noted above, it results In 
a reaction of excessive indifference 
What we have witnessed has certainly
